THE PANAMA CANAL AND WESTERN TRAFFIC 
A 


N unnecessary amount of alarm among1 railway In- 


terests has been aroused by the announcement of 


Secretary Taft that freight rates on the Panama railroayj 
-were to be reduced about fifty per cent, leaving only 
enough proflt to pay operating expenses and "a reasonable 
profit on the Investment" This policy, it has been pre- 
dicted, will play havoc -with overland freight rates, and thp 
government has been severely criticised for its action. 


A surprising amount of 
mistaken talk has, from 


the- beginning of the agitation for an Isthmian canal, been 
circulated concerning its effect on railroad rates within 
the United 'States and on commercial relations between 
the two sections of the country which are divided by the 
Rocky Mountains The advocates of the project have used 
the popular prejudice against railroads to support their 
scheme, and they have been greatly helped by the efforts 
of certain railway owners, some of whom are now dea.d, 
in discrediting the proposed canal scheme both in and out 
of congress 
ITie motives of tljese gentlemen in opposing 


the canal may have been disinterested but they were, in 
that case, misinterpreted by the partisans of the canal, 
and by the public 
If they had desired to further the pro- 


ject, they could not have chosen a better method than to 
oppose it 


As a matter ot fact, the canal will not greatly change 


the commeiclal relations between the west coast and 'the 
Mississippi Valley, or the Atlantic seaboard 
The west 


coast is a world in itself 
It contains, and will soon pro- 


duce all, the mateiials demanded by the high civilization 
•which its people have built up 
It is too far distant fiom 


the eastein portion of the countiy for any permanent ties 
save those of political unity Only in the eastwaid move- 
ment of lumber and fiuit is there any promise of large 
traflc for yeais to come, and these sources of railway rev- 
enue will ptobably dwindle and eventually disappear — in 
the north by \the exhaustion of the fotests, in Callfoinia 
by the development of the fiuit growing resources of 
Florida and the "West Indies 
As for the west bound 


movement ot metchandise theie is no reason to doubt 
that the we^tein states will, within a few years, pioduce 
practically eveiy thing which they now purchase from the 
east. 
The only law mateilal which they must impoit in 


large quantities will be cotton and lion, ana here alone 
will the completion of the canal extend e\nd maintain the 
trade between the two sections 


The Isthmian canal is a gi eat national undei taking: 


Its completion vtill be a notewoith> achievement 
Its 


militaiy impoitance will be gieat 
Its effect in opening 


the tiade ot we&tein Mexico and Central and South Amer-

Committee in the senate, with a. dpsire of a&certalmng 
the opinions of the laihoad men as to the applicability jf 
the proposed system to the railways of Hie country Witn 
a view that they nay be piepared in advance with infor- 
mation on this subject, Senator Newlands has sent a num- 
ber of prospective witnesses before the committee a cir- 
cular lettei calling attention to the matter and adding 


"I suggest that this is a propitious time for compre- 


hensive legislation that will lecogm/e and legalize, so far 
as the public Interests permit, the practical evolution 
of transportation which has taken place, that will inciease 
the stcunty of railroad investments, that will make rate 
regulation and taxation matters of scientific adjustment, 
thus exempting the railroads from the necessity of active 
participation in politics, and protecting the public from 
disci iminatron and extortion; that will Insure lailroad 
employes against the danger of thoir employment, and 
that will secuie fair arbitration of all disputes between 
tne corporations and their employes. 


"I ipquest that when you appear before the committee 


you be piepared to give your views on these questions, and 
in this connection I further suggest that it will facil- 
itate the inquiry if you will biing with you a map of the 
system or group of railroads with -which you are connect- 
ed, and a statement of the constituent railroads, the bond 
and stock issues, the present market value of the stock, 
a statement of the past fiscal year of the gross receipts, 
the 
operating expenses, 
the taxes, the fixed Interest 


charges, the net income, the dividends of the constituent 


*rallroads constituting Such system-or trroup^as *-well<<»aa a 
statement of the [method by which 'such cc-nstituenV rail- 
roads are bound together'iln such 'system or group, and 
the suggestion of a "method by Which, the .operationsffof 
such system OT group can be unified and simplified; also 
a suggestion as to what will be a fair capitalization of 
such group or system if incorporated under a national 
,n> t"

I have never 
entertained the idea that bad, vicious 
or incorrrigible boys should be taken 
into the navy. It te my opinion, thp 
same as entertained by other, naval of- 
ficers, that the navy should have a

Continuing, Admiral Kempff said the 


navy authorities' had rightfully devoted 
a great deal of thought to the ques- 
tion of getting good men for the war- 
ships of "Uncle Sam. In his opinion 
the present comparatively small

prentice system should and probably 
would be greatly enlarged so as to sup- 
ply the navy with plenty of young 
men properly schooled and trained for 
the work. Even If under an enlarged 
apprentice system some of the trained 
young men should enter the merchant 
marine, they would always be avail- 
able in time of war 
Under the chang- 


ed conditions of today on board war- 
ships, he said, the need of a higher 
class of men was plainly apparent. 


"It has been thought by some naval 


officers," he went on to say, "that 
wheie men over 21 are taken the term 
of ser\ ice should be made one year 
instead of four years, as at present. 
This change, might^ tend, it is thought 
to reduce dissatisfaction and desei- 
ttons 
A good many men over 21 who 


enter the navy find the life, of course, 
much different than a landsman's life 
and for the first fue or six months 
some of them aie restless and dissat- 
isfied 
By the end of a year many of 


the men become reconciled to a life at 
sea, and, in fact, like it. 


.> 
"Now, if during the period of their 


newness to the life and the consequent 
restlessness they realize that it is only 
for a year instead o{ the four yeai^ 
their dissatisfaction will not be 
so 


marked and the desire to desert will 
not be so strong on the pait of tho^p 
who have such a desii e 
And at {he 


end of the year many of these same 
men would unquestionably re-enter the 
service. 


Admiral Kempff is at present on duty 


inspecting steamships and boats for 
the Depaitment of Commerce and La- 
ibor in the first distiict, which 
em- 


braces Alaska, Hawaii and the coun- 
try west of the Rocky mountains. 


Major Cash Smith, in charge of the 


cadets at the University of Nevada 
was asked last night for his opinion 
regarding the stand taken by Admiral 
Kempff 


'If Admiral Kempff is quoted cor- 


rectly," said Major Smith, "I am of 
the opinion that he casts a slur upon 
the yoxith of the American navy. The 
stories of Manila and Santiago in them- 
selves should be strong enough argu- 
ments to prove to the satisfaction of 
Admiial Kempff that it is the strong 
impulsive and fearless American boy 
In Uncle Sam's navy who won for this 
country its title as one of the powerf 
of the world 


"I do riot wish to be placed upon 


record as not favoring the uplifting of 
character in all classes. There is no 
man but is capable of improvement 
Tne navy contains some of the best 
boys in the world They fought for us 
jvnd as Americans I deem it not more 
than fair that we fight for them, ever 
when a naval officer attempts to cast 
a reflection upon their character."
